Predicts Sun-Spot Increase 
Will Result in Great Floods 


San Francisco, May 5 
(AP) — 
Great floods throughout the world 
in 1936-38 were predicted Friday by 
Capt. Thomas J. J. See, veteran pro­ 
fessor of mathematics in the United 
States navy. He based his forecast 
on the effect of huge sunspots. 
Rainfali will increase for the next 
two years, after which tile floods 
will occur, said Captain See, adding 
that the sun spots cause the weather 
variation by mixing hot and cold air 
through lessening the heat of the 
earth, thereby permitting the cold 
currents of air to descend. 
Points to Recent Droughts 
Captain See, with forty-five years’ 
experience in scientific work, col­ 
laborated for many years with the 
late Rev. Jerome S. Ricard, of Santa 
Clara university in the 
study 
of 
Father Ricardo theory 
that 
sun ; 
spots cause weather changes. 
“Since the decrease of sun spots [ 
began in 1928," Captain See declared. ‘ 
"very great droughts have been ob- j 
st rved in nearly all the countries 
cf the globe, notably the drought of 
1930, in the MissLssippi valley, which 
accentuated the evils of the depres­ 
sion, and that of 1933, which delayed 
agricultural recovery. 
Mix Hot and Cold Air 
'B ut now large sun spots have 
reappeared and will increase for the 
next four years, yielding vast floods 


in 1936-38, and an increasing rail- 
fall this year and next, after which 
the floods will become notable, as 
during the Mississippi floods of 1927. 
"The sun spots mix hot and cold 
air much like the mountains, yet act 
in a slightly different way, but cut­ 
ting down the heat of odr globe, 
thereby letting the cold currents of 
air descend nearer the earth, for 
making more ram. That is the whole 
I meteorological effect of sun spots. 
"This 'mountain effect’ of the sun 
spots is fully established by direct 
measurement of solar radiation with 
exact instruments. 
Dates Back to 328 B. C. 
"By extensive researches I proved 
that the eleven-year flood 
cycle, 
when the sun spots are most rapidly 
increasing, is dependable and ex­ 
tends back to the time of Caesar, 
Hannibal and Alexander the Great, 


X 
Mississippi floods of 1927, a total in­ 
terval of 2,255 years, or 2CI5 cycles 
ot eleven years each, we cfm abso­ 
lutely depend on much nnore rain 
during the next four years. 
"Already the floods are ^beginning 
in a few places, yet the effect is 
scattering. The return of Che great­ 
est floods will be in 1937-138, which 
is eleven years after the dreadful 
Mississippi floods of 1927. 
Entering New Clyde 
"Accordingly, we are entering upon 
a new cycle of sun-spot increase, 
with ample rains and floods in pros­ 
pect. and during the next four years 
our restoration of water supply will 
be complete, which is the recovery 
due from the dreadful droughts ex­ 
perienced during the past four years 
under well established laws of na­ 
ture, only recently discovered.”
